Next Saturday the voters of 
Coffee will have an opportunity 
to vote for good roads for the

No one who has read the Clip- 
per for several years can mistake 
its position on the question of 
good roads, It has been, and is

things about it. They verily 
thought that every man would be 
put under a bond to pay the mon- 
ey back which should be obtained 
this way. They thought their 
taxes would be increased if bonds 
were floated to build good roads. 
But now they have learned better. 
They have learned that they can 
have good roads bnilt with the 
same money they paynow. They 
have learned that if this money 
is not put onthe roads it will be 
applied to something else of less 
benefit to them, 

Under the present enlightened 
conditions, The Clipper now pre- 
dicts a large majority in favor of 
the bond issue.

This is now 
being levied and collected, and 
has been for years 1n Coffee coun- 
ty. This levy cannot be increased 
in rate by the court of com- 
missioners without a change of 
the constitution of the state, and 
that is not likely to happen = so 
long, at least, as this instrument 
remains so sacred to the people of 
Alabama,
